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ACADEMIC 


Our  unskilled  hands  were  directed  patiently  in 
mastering  the  techniques  and  procedures  cor- 
related with  textbook  material  already  learned. 
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NURSING   ARTS 

So  that  the  new  student  may  acquire  a  knowl- 
edge of  fundamental  principles  of  nursing  care, 
this  course  is  started  early  in  the  probie  year. 
The  student  is  supervised  in  basic  skills  not  only 
in  the  classroom  but  also  in  laboratory  practice 
and  actual  ward  participation. 


Since  accuracy  is  important,  it  is  necessary  that 
students  learn  correct  blood  pressure  readings  by 
practicing  in  spare  time. 

"Big  Sis"  juniors,  having  mastered  basic  skills,  dem- 
onstrate procedures  to  little  sisters  in  the  freshman 
class. 


One  of  the  first  techniques  probies  are  taught,  and 
one  of  the  most  used  in  nursing,  is  the  art  of  bed 
making.  Here  a  Mrs.  Chase  doll  serves  a  freshman 
during  a   lab  class. 
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SCIENCE    CLASSES 

Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Chemistry,  and 
Microbiology  are  all  taught  during  the  first 
year  by  Valparaiso  University  instructors. 
These  courses,  especially  designed  for  nurses, 
stress  the  relation  of  sciences  to  health  and  dis- 


Laboratory  partners  here  identify  disease  causing 
organism  of  an  unknown  nature  by  studying  slides 
under   the   microscope   in   Microbiology   class. 

Life  like  model  of  the  human  ear  aids  students  in 
Anatomy  lab  in  understanding  location  and  functions 
of  its  many  structures. 

Experiments  in  the  chemistry  lab  enable  freshmen 
to  have  a  clearer  conception  of  both  normal  and 
abnormal   reactions  of  the   human   body. 
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PROFESSIONAL   ADJUSTMENTS  and  FIRST-AID  CLASSES 


P.  A.  is  offered  in  all  three  years  and  introduces 
students  to  the  ideals,  standards,  and  conduct  of 
a  professional  nurse  along  with  the  stuck  ol 
managing  a  unit,  history  of  nursing,  and  other 
aspects  of  our  profession. 

Freshmen  always  enjoy  the  Red  Cross  course 
in  First  Aid  leading  to  a  certificate  in  this  field. 
Demonstrations  and  practice  labs  supplement 
theory.

Demonstrated  here 
is  the  scalp   bandage   technique. 


PSYCHOLOGY  and   SOCIOLOGY 


Individual  research  and  outside  readings  enable 
Sociology  students  to  gain  knowledge  of  group  in- 
teractions. 


The  freshman  class  listens  attentively  as  the  pro- 
fessor lectures  during  a  first  semester  Psychology 
class  period. 


These  social  sciences.  Psychology  and  Soci- 
ology, taught  by  Valparaiso  University  instruc- 
tors each  semester,  introduces  the  scientific 
method  of  approach  not  only  in  dealing  with 
groups  and  institutions  but  also  in  handling  in- 
terpersonal communications  with  other  indi- 
viduals. 


OPERATING   ROOM   EXPERIENCE 

Juniors  learn  sterile  techniques  and  basic 
surgical  skills  during  eight  weeks  in  the  operat- 
ing room  suite.  Bv  assisting  the  surgical  team  in 
operative  procedures,  the  student  gains  insight 
into  the  normal  and  abnormal  conditions  of  the 
human  bodv. 


Students  having    mastered  draping,    practice  the  art 
of  passing   instruments. 

An  important  aspect  of  surgical  experience  is  class- 
room  instruction. 

Under    supervision,    students    put   theory    to    practice 
in  setting  up  a  major  pack. 
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DIET  KITCHEN 
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During  a  month  in  Diet  Therapy,  upperclass- 
men  study  modifications  of  normal  diets  and 
learn  how  they  meet  needs  of  various  conditions. 
Research  papers,  reports,  and  practice  in  writ- 
ing menus  make  this  specialty  interesting  and 
varied.

RECOVERY   ROOM   and 
CONSTANT  CARE  EXPERIENCE 

Instruction  in  immediate  post  operative  care 
and  of  anesthesized  patients  is  offered  the  stu- 
dents in  the  Recovery  Room.  Next  door,  the 
Constant  Care  Unit  offers  skilled  bedside  care 
to  patients  whose  condition  requires  constant 
vigilance. 


Taking    daily    inventory    of    intravenous    solutions    is 
a  necessary  part  of  Constant  Care  nursing. 


Having   adequate   emergency   facilities  on    hand   en- 
ables nurses  to  give  uninterrupted  continual  care. 
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OBSTETRICS 

Three  fascinating  months  of  the  second  year 
is  spent  in  maternity  nursing.  Here,  care  of  the 
mother  and  baby  are  followed  through  preg- 
nancy to  the  post  partum  and  post  natal  period. 
A  mondi  of  hospital  clinical  experience  is  spent 
in  each  of  the  three  areas:  labor  and  delivery, 
post  partum  and  the  newborn  nursery. 


Working  in  the  nursery  gives  us  invaluable  experi- 
ence  in  caring  for  the   newborn. 

Because  each  new  mother  receives  individual  care, 
it  is  important  that  the  nurse  re-check  the  orders 
with  the  doctors. 

Head  nurse  demonstrates  the  immediate  care  given 
a  newborn  while  still  in  the  delivery  room. 
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PEDIATRIC   NURSING 


Seniors  spend  thirteen  weeks  studying  the 
growth  and  development  of  the  normal  child 
along  with  the  many  pathological  conditions  of 
infancy  and  childhood.  Films,  field  trips,  lectures, 
conferences  and  projects  all  aid  in  stimulating 
interest  in  the  nursing  of  children. 


Senior  and  head  nurse  listen  attentively  as  the  pedia- 
trician explains  the  nursing  care  to  be  given  this 
infant. 

Constant  vigilance  under  the  most  aseptic  condi- 
tions is  given  each  baby  in  the  premature  nursery. 

Our  new  playroom  not  only  provides  the  student 
with  an  important  learning  experience  but  it  also 
provides  the  convalescing  children  with  diversional 
activity. 
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Every  student  gains  skill  and  knowledge  in  the  appli- 
cation of  casts  during  her  Emergency  Room  experi- 
ence. 

Of  vital  necessity  is  the  knowledge  of  the  correct 
location  of  each  item  contained  in  the  well  equip- 
ped cabinets  so  that  assistance  may  be  given  without 
hesitation. 

An  important  legal  aspect  of  emergency  treatment, 
the  admission  procedure  is  accomplished  both  effi- 
ciently  and   thoroughly. 


EMERGENCY  ROOM 

In  the  course  of  the  third  year,  each  senior 
spends  two  weeks  in  the  Emergency  Room. 
Here  she  assists  in  treating  major  accidents  and 
disease  cases  as  well  as  gaining  experience  in 
the  handling  of  out-patients. 
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MEDICAL-SURGICAL   CLASSES 


This  integrated  course  teaches  conditions  of 
the  various  body  systems  and  aids  the  student 
in  understanding  the  body's  adjustment  to  dis- 
ease. Included  are  therapeutic  treatment  and 
symptomatic  nursing  care  as  taught  by  both 
doctor  and  nurse  instructors. 


The  admission  and  discharge  of  a  patient  is  prac- 
ticed so  that  in  an  actual  ward  situation  the  patient 
can  be  put  at  ease. 

Most  of  the  hours  in  this  course  are  spent  in  the 
classroom  listening  to  lectures  on  various  body  con- 
ditions.

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PSYCHIATRY  -  E-3 


To  supplement  the  psychiatric  experience 
gained  on  the  state  hospital  affiliation,  many 
seniors  spend  several  weeks  of  duty  on  East 
Three.  Here  they  use  interpersonal  relations  to 
advantage  in  helping  the  patient  to  understand 
himself. 


Willing    seniors    prepare    snacks    in    well     equipped 
kitchen  on  the  psychiatric  unit. 


Relaxing  diversion  is  provided  for  our  patients  in 
the  floor  lounge.  Here  they  enjoy  TV,  puzzles,  cards 
and  other  activities  under  able  guidance. 

For  the  benefit  of  two  seniors,  the  head  nurse  ex- 
plains the  use  of  the  electro-convulsive-treatment 
equipment. 
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LOGANSPORT 


The  three  months  spent  on  psychiatric  affili- 
ation at  Logansport  State  Hospital,  Logansport, 
Indiana,  assist  the  student  immeasurably  in  self 
understanding  as  well  as  teaching  the  study  of 
the  mind  and  personality  with  its  complex  pat- 
tern of  behavior.  Clinical  experience  is  given  in 
several  of  the  wards,  as  well  as  in  recreational, 
occupational  and  work  therapy. 

The  nurses'  home,  behind  the  greenhouse,   looks  im- 
pressive and  stately.

Clinical  and  classroom  teaching  in  the  nursing 
of    tuberculosis    and    of    isolation    technique    is 

offered  during  the  six  weeks  each  student  spends 
at  Irene  Bvron  Hospital,  just  north  of  the  city 
limits.  Included  in  the  course  are  medical  and 
surgical  treatments,  preventative  aspects  and 
rehabilitation  factors.
